(Galapagos Islands. After a lengthy 
interview the president said that in 
view of the manifest opposition, the 
government would desist in its pro- 
posal to negotiate the lease. 

Notwithstanding this promise the 
crowds still remained in the streets, 
parading in many of the thorough- 
fares. Mounted troops have been dis- 
tributed in all parts of the city for 
the purpose of maintaining order. De- 
tachments of armed guards are also 
surrounding the palace.

Washington, January 29.—Embar- 
rassed is a mild word to define the pre- 
dicament in which republican members 
of congress have found themselves 
since President Taft submitted his pro- 
gram for a reduction in the cost of 
living, through the medium of commer- 
cial reciprocity with Canada. 

High protectionists, confident of the 
sympathy of the executive, have not 
hesitated to go to the white house 
with predictions that the party will be 
disrupted if the program is insisted 
upon. Insurgent republicans, many of 
whom have become unaccustomed to 
visit the white house at all, have been 
pursuing the policy of silence. While 
some of them are ready to admit that 
the proposed agreement is in line with 
(heir tariff arguments in the past, they 
fear to adopt it lest they bring upon 
their heads the wrath of agriculturists. 

Taft Shows No Concern. 

President Taft appears to be about 
the only one who is showing no con- 
cern about the situation. He ts said 
to have met all arguments against the 
agreement with the determination toe 
disregard mere political objections, 
whether they come from stand-patters 
or insurgents. He believes what he has 
recommended to be right, and he has 
made. it.clear that so.Jong 4s he con- 
tinues so to belieye he cannot be dis- 
suaded from using every force at his 
command that advances legislation to 
put the agreement into operation. 

That President Taft realized fully 
what arguments would be advanced by 
protectionists against freedom of trade 
relation with Canada, is proved by the 
fact that not a single member of the 
ways and means committee of the 
house or of the finance committee of 
the senate was apprised in advance as 
to what articles would be affected by 
the treaty. His consultations were held 
exclusively with the government trade 
experts. and only such of those as 
were believed to he bevond political 
influence. In nothing that he has done 
since he has been president has Mr. 
Taft displayed so much independent 
spirit. 


“Old Guard” Leaders in Dark. 

Progressive republicans are deriving 
some comfort from the fact that Sena- 
tor Aldrich and Speaker Cannon and 
numerous others of the “old guard” 
apparently were as much in the dark 
as anyone about the president's plans. 
The progressives admit that the situa- 
tion is mystifying. Thev know they 
had not been called in during the nego- 
tiations with Canada’s commercial rep- 
resentagjives, and now they learn that 
the stand-patters were equally neg- 
lected. “ 

The question which has arisen nat- 
urally is, “How can President Taft ex- 
pect to bring about favorable action 
on the agreement without having the 
support of some factfon of his own 
party in congress?’ ° 

Some want to know if Mr. Taft is 
depending wholly on the known demo- 
cratic support for the program. Those 
who have taken the trouble to talk 
with the president about the matter 
are said to have been told that he 
counted upon the people generally, 
the masses who think he is trying to 
lower the cost of food. to create senti- 
ment necessary to induce congresa to 
act. ? 

Talk of Extra Session. 

The annual dinner of the Ohio Soetfe- 
ty is to be held in this city tomorrow 
night, and President Taft is to be one 
of the speakers. 

It is expected he will take this oe- 
casion to say something about Frecf- 
procity. Political leaders are wonder- 
ing if he will tell what he intends to 
do if congress fails to act on ° the 
agreement at the present session. There 
has been a great deal of talk of an 
extra session if the reciprocity legis- 
lation fails, and it is known that much 
of the talk was brought from the white 
house by men-who enjoy confidential 
relations with the president. 

The tariff board, the bureau of sta- 
tistics and other bodies who are ana-~ 
lyzing constantly the economic ques- 
tions involved.in the commerce of this 
country, are ready to fortify President 
Taft with any figures he may need in 
carrying on a campaign of education. 
These bureaus already have prepared 
a great deal of information bearing 
upon the relation of export trade to 
commercial rciprocity with Canada. [ft 
shows that neither country has any 
advantage in the markets of Europe. 
The United States and Canada can ob- 
tain equal prices for grains and other 
products of the soil, unless one or the 
other offers an article of less superior 
quality. It is .recognized that the 
United States always has found a good 
market abroad for agricultural prod- 
ucts, even wheat, in spite of the quali- 
ty of the article grown in Canada. 

Taft Preparing for Contest. 

The preparation that is being made 
by the president for, a contest with 
congress clearly shows that something 
more powerful than mere politics must 
be used to combat him. Yet the fight. 
is beginning to loom up as a political

The Republican National Com- 
mittee Will Decide Who 
Shall Be Nominated, and 
Committee Is for Taft--South- 
ern Members Favor President.

Washington, January 29.—(Special.) 
The fifty-three members of the repub- 
lican national committee, or a major- 
ity of them, will determine who will 
be nameg as the party’s candidate for 
president in 1912, and they will be for 
the renomination of President Taft. 
The “steam roller’ that operated so 
smoothiy and so effectively at the 
Chicago convention in 1908 will be in 
g00dq running order next year, and it 
can be used again just as relentlessly 
to crush oui all opposition to Taft. 
This is the answer to the organiza- 
tion of the National Progressive Re- 
publican League, with the avowed pur- 
pose of controlling the next republi- 
can national convention, ang the Na- 
tional Progressive Federation, which 
has for its object the forcing of the 
nomination of progressive presiden- 
tial candidates by both the great par- 
ties. These organizations may fight to 
the last ditch, so far as the republl- 
can convention is concerned; und save 
in a comparatively few states and dis- 
tricts where they are in control of the 
party machinery, the best they can 
do will be to elect contesting delegates 
to the national convention. 
National-Committee Will Control. 
The republican national committee 
will decide al] contests, and make up 
the temporary roll of the convention. 
The delegates seated on the temporary 
roll will make the permanent roll, 
which will determine the presidential 
namination.

PLAGUE HORRORS 


CAUSE BIG STRIKE 


8,000 Idle 
Complicate Situation 
at Harbin. 


Workmen 


Harbin, Manchuria, January ?9.— 
Added to the horrors of the plague, 
8.000 Russian workmen on the Eastern 
Chinese railway, fearing the disease, 
have gone on strike because the ad- 
ministration refused to dismiss 1,600 
Chinese laborers and provide passes 
to enable the families of the Russians 
to return to their own country. The 
strikers have been paid off and will, 
with their families, be evicted from 
their dwellings. 

Troops have been called out and 
have been stationed all along the line 
to protect the Chineese. 

Eight thousand Russian 
without homes and with infinite simi- 
lar resources, are likely to prove a 
source of grave danger. and it is prob- 
able that additional troops will have 
to be provided before long. 

There has been no let-up in the 
spread of the plague.

About the most important issue in Atlanta today is that of 


municipal finances. 
The problem is to make income meet the legitimate needs of. 


expenditure. 
The fact that we have, from year to year, increasingly failed 
to effect that conjunction does not need to be elaborately argued 


in its presence or its effects. 

It is back of all the municipality’s troubles, from inability to 
properly compensate the school teachers to our insufficient equip- 
ment for attacking the death rate. 

The tax committee of council, of which Judge John S. Cagtdler 
is chairman, is soon to grapple with the problem, admittedly one 


of delicate and baffling intricacies. 

What is to be the solution? It is as yet too early to even 
hazard a detailed prediction, but much is to be gained by studying 
the manner in which other municipalities are striving to meet this 
issue, which is the civic bete noir of municipalities everywhere. 

It happens that at this particular moment Greater New York 
is wrestling with the tax problem at very much the same angle oc- 
cupied by Atlanta. There, as here, the cry is for “equalization,” 
with the difference that in New York a practical effort is being 
made to enforce equalization. 

The New York method is basic, and direct. 

Is simply taxes the citizen upon what he is worth, minus what 
he owes. 

If that formula does not get to the foundation of justice and 
equality in taxation, it would be needless to seek for another one. 

By its terms, every man is placed on the same plane. The one 
chance of failure lies in effective or corrupt enforcement, and will 
be possible under any system until the dawn of the millennium. 

The New York plan goes farther. If there 1s cause to suspect 
that thecitizen is making inadequate returns, or that the value he 


} places upon his holdings 1s less than just, it is within the power of 


the authorities to probe his statements and readjust the assessment, 
if that is found necessary. 

In the consideration of general plans for revising Atlanta's sys- 
tem of taxation, the committee could, with profit, study the New 
York plan. ; 

Another phase of the local situation that offers a rich field for 
inquiry is the presence here of a large body of non-taxpayers, who 
get the benefit of the city’s schools, fire protection, water and other 
facilities virtually without contributing to their upkeep. — : 

Whether this class is to be reached by a more rigid combing 
of the city’s tax lists, or by the raising and ENFORCEMENT of the 
poll tax, are questions to be determined. Certainly, if all the peo- 
ple in this city getting the benefit of municipal facilities for prac- 
tically nothing were forced to do their part, the deficit we now face 


would shrink. | | eee

ity and patriotism. 


SQUALLS AHEAD FOR THE DEMAGOGUE. 


The most important trend in the past quarter-century history 
of American politics is the crystallizing effort to bring government 
close to the people; and the predominant characteristic in the move- 
ment is the wonderful awakening of the average citizen, in whatever 
walk of life his endeavors are directed. 

A recent issue of Leslie’s Weekly touches, as follows, one phase 
of the situation, but exhibits scarcely sufficient comprehensiveness : 

Every worker in the shop is in business for himself. He watches the 
signs of prosperity and of depression as eagerly as the merchant, the manu- 
facturer, or the banker does. If the business man wants sound money and 4 
100-cent dollar and protection against the competitfon of cheaper labor and 
capital abroad, so does the workingman want all and every one of these 
things. He is making it his business to find out which political party stands 
ready to give it to him. Let démagogues and muckrakers take notice. 

The workingman is not the only keen watcher of our day. 

The farmer is watching, pondering, weighing, rejecting, demand- 
ing with a whole-heartedness and a skepticism that gives strange 
and premonitory thrills to the politician, 

The clerk is watching. The salaried man is watching. The pro- 
fessional man, whether the small doctor and lawyer in the country 
town, or the private on the firing line in the city, is discovering a 
vigilance and an intelligent grasp of men and measures that combine 
to form a powerful and inscrutable force in American politics. 

[t is an era of alertness and of analysis, not by the student alone, 
but by the ordinary, everyday man whose mind grasps slowly at 
the problems of fundamental import, because it has not been long 
disciplined to such exertion. 

The sum-total of the tendency is that we are going to have 
better government, cleaner, more efficient, more direct and intelli- 
gent government. Once men begin to watch, they study. Once they 
understand the true inwardness of great public questions, they begin 
to realize their own personal stake ina fair and equitable settlement. 

Most important of all, the man equipped with knowledge at all 
points, is the man whom it is impossible to cajole or fool. He ceases 
taking his convictions pre-digested. He displays a steadily increas- 
ing preference to do his own mental and political investigation and 
assimilation. 

The ultimate result of such a condition of things ts, as indicated 
by Leslie’s, the decline and fall of the demagogue. 

That spectacle is not coming in our day, since education and the 
habit of independent political thought and action have vet to make 
their final conquests. 

But indications of progress are not wanting. Insurgency in both 
great national parties, and independence even of insurgency where it 
fails to establish its case, are significant straws. Popular election of 
United States senators, the augmenting demand for the initiative 
and referendum, the recall, commission government and concentrated 
power and responsibility, are other infallible portents. 

But it all gets back to the manner in which the average man is 
taking his civic obligations and rights with growing seriousness. The 
prevalence of that sort of condition is inevitably a powerful influence 
for good government, under whatever form of administration its 
functions are exercised. 
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SUMTER’S LESSONS TO DEVELOPERS. 


Trade bodies or other organizations engaged in the develop- 
ment of Georgia would do well to study the significance of two 
recent successive events in farm sales in Sumter county. 

A day or so ago Ihe Constitution published a story of the 
sale of a large Sumter county farm at a healthy price to a South 
Carolinan, who expected to introduce upon it the latest mechani- 
cal aids to cultivation. 

The following day was published the account of the sale of 
another farm, by curious coincidence, to another South Carolinan, 
but under conditions more unusual than those attending the first. 

L. Luther Mayer, of Newberry, S. C., is the latest purchaser, 
and he bought 1,500 acres from L. A. Thomas for an aggregate of 
$40,000—a fortune not to be sneezed at even in prosperous south 
Georgia. 

The main point of the most recent sale turns upon the enter- 

prise, industry and perspicacity shown by Mr. Thomas. He made 
a start eighteen years ago with relatively little capital. Since 
then he has accumulated 3,400 acres in toto. He has lived well, 
watched the steady enhancement of his property, and now sells 
less than half of it for a sum that will make him independent the 
remainder of his days. That is not to reckon with the income 
from the 1,900 acres he retains, 
I The news dispatch containing this information concludes with 
the statement that land sales in Sumter have aggregated a million 
dollars for the past year, and that all of the money has been kept in 
the county. ' 

The lessons Sumter offers from these two instances are valu- 
able. 7 
They are: First, the richness, attractiveness and steadily en- 
hancing value of Georgia farm lands, and the necessity of publici- 
‘ty in carrying these facts to the nation. 
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‘lina buyers, or purchasers from other parts of America who can 
readily assimilate with our own people. 

It will also be of aid to bear in mind two additional facts— 
that the records shown in Sumter can be duplicated in the major- 
ity of the counties in Georgia, and that Sumter’s record itself is 
largely due to that far-seeing public enterprise that goes system- 
atically about the improvement of the county’s highways.

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Remarkable Address in Which Darwin P. Kingsley, 
Before New England Society, Gently 
Scores ‘* Forefathers.’’ 


To be yourself of Puritan descent 
and to possess the perspective to ap- 
ply the miscrosocope to the creed and 
practice of the Puritan fathers is in 
itself an achievement. 


| But when to that is added the temer- 
ity to indulge in such detailed and not 
altogether complimentary analysis be- 
fore one of the supreme courts of 
Puritanism, the situation challenges 
interest. 

Amd that is what Darwin P. Kings- 
ley, president of the New York Life 
Insurance Company, did in his address 
delivered on Forefathers’ day Ddefore 
the New England Society in New York 
city. 

These annual orations are events 
with the New Englanders of New York. 
They come with a pleasant anticipa- 
tory glow, expecting that the speaker 
will indulge in graceful pane- 
gyrTics on the illustrious qualities of 
that great sect inevitably Mentified 
with New England. 

4 Humerous Bombshell. q 

It may easily be imagined that into 
this select and reverential circle, the 
blunt sentiments of Mr. Kingsley came 
with the effect of a gentle bomb- 
shell. 

He did not exooriate the Puritan 
fathers. He gave them credit for great 
qualities that had figured in American 
history. But he also said some icono- 
clastic things about the common an- 
cestors of himself and his auditors, 
such as were probably unique in the 
society’s annals. 

Hig subject was “The Forefathers 

and the American Idea.’’ He said in 
part: 
“Most of ue who trace our Nneage 
directly or indirectly to New England, 
in studying the Puritan andin estimat- 
ing what he did, have adopted a mental 
attitude which approaches hero wor- 
ship. The figures of the forefathers loom 
gigantically; they move across the 
perspective of our historical knowl- 
edge no whit less indomitable and 
heroic than the figures of mythology. 
A proper mental attitude toward pro- 
g@enitorg is commendable. Our rever- 
ential attitude toward the forefathers 
may well be studied by future genera- 
tions. We have assumed it, however, 
not for the purpose of instructing our 
descendants, not at all: it is just a 
epontaneous expression of the natural 
humility of the present generation. 
Hitherto our nearness to Puritan times 
has explained any really faulty con- 
clusions that we may have reached. 
Studying the Puritan critically has not 
been unlike estimating the height and 
linear dimensioms of a great mountain 
peak when near to it. 

“We have been disposed to credit the 
Puritan with all manner of virtues 
and to charge him with no wickedness 
and little error. This mental slant 
has flattered our family pride, and has 
sometimes helped the genealogists over 
doubtful places in our family histories. 
But the facts hardly warrant such flat- 
tering conclusions.”’ 

Conflict With American Idea. 

Elaborating the conflict of the Pu- 
ritan standards with American ideals, 


Puritan when he began to migratehed, 
consciously, anything in his religion 
or ideas of government or plan of 
society which to any appreciable de- 
gree foreshadowed what was to hap- 
pen. The institutional forms through 
which what we may call the Ameri- 
can idea has chiefly expressed itgelf 
are: 

“1. Pure religious liberty. 

“2. An asylum for the oppressed of 
all lands—except two or three. 

“3. A government based on the theo. 
ry that all power emanates from the 
people. 

“What was the Puritan's attitude 
toward these principles? What did he 
do to establish them? 

“He was not merely hostile to themj 
be was their enemy, bitter, implacabie, 

“The story of bis fight against ree 
ligious liberty is little short of ames 
ing.” 

“Bigoted and Harsh.” 


After developing these three potn 
of divergence, Mr. Kingsley contin 

“The Puritan wae bigoted, unsynv 
pathetig, harsh—even cruel, but hd 
believed in his right to govern hime 
self and to worship God as he saw 
fit—and incidentally to make every* 
body elee do as he did. But this waa 
really incidental. The great thing 
about the Puritan—the thing thas 
made him a beneficent and lasting 
power in the world—was his intense 
belief in his individual responsibility, 
the assertion of his individuality.” 


Power fer Good, 


Mr. Kingsley concluded as follows, 
by describing how the constructive 
qualities of the Puritan had gone intd 
the American melting pot, and con< 
tributed to national .greatness: 

“The Puritan's spiritual intensity 
and individuality supplied the driving 
power which the Pilgrim lacked. The 
Pilgrim opened the door to the land of 
the New Man. The Puritan tried to 
close the door, but destiny held it 
open. The oncoming thousands, 
whether they entered the land by the 
Pilgrim gate or elsewhere, caught the 
infection. They took from the Puritan 
not his theocracies, but his conception 
of individual _ responsibility. Away 
went the external forms of Puri- 
tanism. Away went the whole 
European program of society. In 
came the New Man, and with 
him a demand for the Puritan 
Standards of conduct, standards which 
have ultimately controlled the public 
Opinion of this people ever since we 
became a nation, standards under 
which alone government by the peo- 
ple can endure. Events translated ths 
bigotry of the Puritan into virtues; 
it was first translated into power; it 
became power because it was unself- 
ish, because it was born of convic- 
tion, not of ambition. Freed from 
theocratic limitations, Puritan bigotry 
became self-respect. Self-respect gave 
form and substance to the dreams of 
Roger Williams, place and force to the 
justice and gentleness of the Pilgrima, 4 
and, finally, rekindled the torch which 
fell from Constantine's hand. 

“The forefathers taught us self-re« 
Spect; the doctrine that civic salvation 
comes from within and not from with- 


Mr. Kingsley said: 

“But, some one says, the Puritan did 
have the America of today in his 
heart, when he began to come to Salem 
and Massachusetts bay; he did fore- 
shadow the great things for which this 
country now stands; he was the 
prophet whose work and voice told of 
the coming of the great western re- 
public.

Third Alleged Robber 
With Two Women 
Returned. 


Claude O’Shields, implicated in sev- 
eral recent hold-ups, was returned to 
the city yesterday morning from Bir- 
mingham, where he had been arrested 
Thursday. tosa Armstrong, who ac- 
companied him there, and Ola Wimbish. 
who was the partner of Seals’ flight, 
were placed in the station house at the 
same time on warrants from Judge 
Ridley’s court charging them with re- 
ceiving stolen goods. 

O'’Shields is thought to be the third 
of the hold-up men, the other two be- 
ing Claude Seals and Ed Rigutti, and 
is the last to be brought to the city. 
Seals was arrested Friday night on 
Decatur street, and Rigutti is an in- 
mate of the Tower on another charge 
of highway robbery. 

O’Shields has not confessed his share 
in the recent crimes, and refuses to 
make any statement for publication. 
When arrested in Birmingham he had 
a large amount of jewelry, which is 
thought to be that secured from Joseph 
Levy and Aaron Malits on South Pryor 
Street some time ago. The statement 
of his partners also points to him as 
the third man of the trio. 

It was at first thought that Dave N. 
Coker was concerned in the South Pry- 
or street affair, but the statement of 
Seals yesterday, the identification of a 
pistol and his own confession reveal 
Ed Rigutti as the accomplice of Seals 
and O’Shields. He has already been 
bound over with Coker for robbing a 
farmer of Meansville, Ga., some time 
ago. 

Rigutti’s part of the proceeds on 
South Pryor street is given as about 
$20. It appears that it was Rigutti’s 
gun that figured s0 prominently in 
each case, and it is being held by the 
police as evidence. 

It is also stated that at the hearing 
of Seals and O’Shields this #Tternoon 
before Judge Broyles evidence will be 
introduced to show that O’Shields was 
the one who struck Joseph Levy when 
he was slow in throwing up his hands. 
Seals has protested from the first that 
he had nothing to do with this. The 
weapon, a billy, is also part of the 
police evidence. 

B. J. Harty, a traveling man of Bir- 
mingham, on Sunday gave the police 
his receipt for stolen property recov- 
ered to the amount of $537.

Holderby 
Preaches His 
versary Sermon. 


Anni- 


After twenty-one years as pastor 
of the Moore Memorial church, Dr. 
A. R. Holderby yesterday, to a large 
eongregation, preached his anniver- 
Sary sermon. 

“Today marks the twenty-first an- 
niversary of the present pastorate,” 


he_ said. 

“The event demands more than a 
passing notice. Accepting a cal] from 
this congregation to bécome its pas- 
tor, the work was undertaken on the 
29th day of January, 1890, just twen- 
ty-one years ago today. It falls to 
the lot of few pastors to remain so 
many years in charge of one congre- 
gation. 

“Many have been the changes in 
those. years. We have all changed. 
No one is the same in all of his form- 
er conditions. There have been 
changes in our families. Changes in 
the church. Changes fn the city. 

“From a population of 65,000 in 1890, 
Atianta has grown into a city of 155,- 
000. The snail-going horse cars have 
given place to the electric car and 
the low, squatty buildings, to the state- 
ly sky-scrapers. 

“And notwithstanding the city has 
assumed cosmopolitan proportions, and 
has put on the airs of a great big 
town, yet she has not degenerated 
along moral! lines. Atlanta stands to- 
day at the head of the cities in this 
country for civic righteousness. The 
church membership has Kept pace with 
the increase of the city’s population. 
Many new and splendid 
been erected, and Christian activities 
have largely increased. 

“And yet there is vast #foom for 
moral and religious improvement. At- 
lanta needs a great spiritua] awaken- 
ing. 

“What about our own church 
there been any improvement? 

“Along materia! lines there has been 
great improvement. The old church 
Plant was sold for $1,575.00. The new 
plant is valueq at $25,000. Seven 
hundred members have been received— 
400 have gone out. The annual con- 
tributions to the church have been 
nearly trebied. 

“During these twentv-one vears this 
church has stood in the forefront of 
the battle contending for civic right- 
eousness and for everything else that 
looked to the mora! betterment of the 
people. 

“And yet we have fallen short of our 
duty ang have failed to measure up 
to our obligations.

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DEFENDANT IS CONVICTED 
BY THE MAN HE MURDERED 


By Mary Reynolds Carter. 

Legal records are generally consid- 
ered the dullest and most uninterest- 
ing of documents, and the person in 
search of thrills, human interest sto- 
ries and gruesome details of murder, 
superstition and mystery much prefer 
to get a good detective tale, an Hdgar 
Allan Poe creation or some other brand 
of fiction guaranteed to send shivers 
down the spinal column, rather than 
go browsing among musty records in 
hope of being rewarded here and there 
with some story more strange than 
those of fiction. 

Absorbing Interest Stories. 

As a matter of faot, the court rec- 
ords of any community contain many 
stories of absorbing interest, and in 
order to hear them it is only neces- 
sary to talk for awhile with the law- 
yers, when the members of the bar 
happen to be in a reminiseent mood. 

From the records of the court of 
Atlanta and the outlying territory, in- 
numerable cases oan be selected in 
which strange and unusual features 
may be found. 

One true story, selected from the 
thousands of cases that have been 
handled by Reuben R. Arnold, the 
well-known criminal lawyer, is that 
of the State against Rawlins. In this 
instance the defendant was literally 
accused and convicted by the man 
whom he had murdered, as the corpse 
was being lowered into the grave. 

Ramors of Fortune. 

This instance is a Telfatr county 
case. 

An old man had forsworn the s0- 
ciety of his fellow-beings, and follow- 
ing the death of his wife, built him- 
self a rude hut in a clump of trees 
two miles or more removed from any 
other habitation. As he lived there 
from year to year, alone, unsociable, 
and detached, rumors of a snug for- 


tune that was being accumulated 
beneath the hearthstone began 


to be circulated. The amount 
varied from reasonable sums up 
to unbelievable wealth, and there 
was much speculation concerning the 
ald man’s motives in thus. hiding him- 
self away and secreting his monies. 

One morning a passer-by found the 
old hermit dead, with his skull crushed 
in. He was lying a short distance 
from his little hut, which had been 
fired and burned. partially to the 
ground. Investigation disclosed the fact 
that the hearthstone had been dug up, 
but there was no clue to the identity 
of the murderer. For the next two 
days suspicions flew hither and thither, 
lighting first upon one person, then 
another, but the identity of the mur- 
derer remained unknown. 

The Day of the Burial. 

On the third day the old man was 
to be buried. As customary in the 
country, members of the family helped 
to dig the grave. Among those assist- 
ing was a young grandnephew of the 
murdered man—a boy named Rawtins. 

When the coffin was brought to the 
grave Rawlins was one of those who 
aided in lowering the casket into the 
open grave. In some way he inad- 
vertently touched the coffin, and 
straightway fainted. 

The unusual occurrence awakened a 
superstitious belief in the minds of the 
others at the grave that he was the 
one who had killed and robbed his 
granduncle. Inquiries were imme- 
diately set on foot to find out where 
the boy had been on the night of the 
murder, and it was found that he and 
another boy had been away from home. 

On the strength of this information 
and the swoon of Rawlins at the grave, 
both were arrested, and after being 
imprisoned .for awhile, Rawlins’ com- 
panion told the authorities that the 
grandnephew had murdered his uncle. 

Rawlins was put on trial and was 
sentenced to a life term in the peniten- 
tiary, but after serving a part of the 
time, he succeeded in making his es- 
cape from the prison, and is now at 
large unless dead.

DEVIL INROLE 
Ur REFORM AGENT 


Dr. Jas. W. Lee Preaches 


Striking Sermon in 
St. Louis. 


That the rank and file.of the people 
of the civilized nations will soon re- 
fuse to be taxed enormous sums for 
war preparations, and that the pow- 
ers will consequently be driven to 
arbitration as a substitute for the 
law of the jungle, wae the conclusion 
expressed by the Reverend Doctor 
James W. Lee, in a sermon last night 
at St. John’s Methodist church, Wash- 
ington boulevard ang Kingshighway, 
says The St. Louis Republic of January 
23, in @ report of the. sermon of Dr. 
Lee, formerly pastor of Trinity and 
Park street Methodist church, in At- 
lanta. 

“The cost of armaments and battle- 
ships and pensions,” he said, “has be- 
come such a burden upon the peoples 
of the great nations that peace is 
clearly inevitable. 

“With crime using up a billion dol- 
lars at the bottom of society in this 
country, to speak of no other, and 
with war using up nearly a half bil- 
lion at the top, the rank and file of 
our people are being driven to devise 
ways to eliminate crime and war.” 

“The Devil in the Role of Socia) Re- 
former” was the topic of Dr. Lee’s 
sermon, 

Is a Potent Agent. 

He declared that the devtl is the 
most potent agent of reform of this 
age, in that he stirs into activity 
the beneficent faculties of men as 
a remedy for his work. 

“We propose to take the word 
devil,” said Dr. Lee. “as a term to 
represent whatever is inimical to the 
Physical, mora) and spiritual welfare 
of man. ‘The peoples of every age 
and nation have recognized and sought 
to define to themselves the reality of 
evil. When, in our thought, we per- 
sonify evil, perhaps the handiest term 
we can use to describe it is ‘devil.’ 
How that agency or force or idea, that 
opposes the best interests of mankind, 
becomes a factor in its advancement 
is the subject of our discourse.” 

; To show how the devil ig a reformer 
in modern crime, disease, intemper- 
ance anq war, Dr. Lee said: 

Cost of Crime Detailed. 

“According to the figures given by 
the Rev. John J. Monroe, in Harper's 
Weekly, the detdiled cost of crime in 
the United States presents some as- 
tounding figures. The cost of crime 
in Greater New York is $35,562,183.24. 
The state, county and city authorities 
outside of Greater New York spend for 
crime $42,605,472.75. In forty-five 
states, New York included, the expend- 
iture is $697,080,000. Criminal loss by 
fire totals $100,000,000: by customs 
frauds and nationa! government loss, 
$10,000,000. The loss in wages of 100,- 
000 prisoners is $28,000,000. while the 
loss in wages of 150.000 prisoners in 
city and county jails is $33.000.000. 
The grand total of the cost of crime 
in the United States reaches the stu- 
pendous sum of $1,076,327,.605.99. 

“Because of this vast burden of ex- 
pense resting upon the taxpayers on 
account of crime, students have been 
led to consider causes by which crim- 
inals are made. It has been learned 
that old criminals are made out of 
young ones. It has been learned that 
if young persons are taken in the in- 
cipient stages of what would other- 
wise be criminal careers and put into 
the reform schools. under trained 
guards and. teachers, where they are 
taught a trade, the ordinary branches | 
of education, and developed along the 
lines of self-control], 90 per cent of 
crime could be arrested. That’ is. we 
have learned by experiment that 99 
per cent of $1,076,327,605.99 could be 
saved by simply building in the cen- 
ters of population reform schools for 
the education and training of incip- 
lent criminals. 

Criminal as Reformer. 

“Here the criminal! becomes a social! 
reformer by forcing the minds of stu- 
dents and legislators to adopt methods 
for the arrest of crime. It is because 
that reform 
schoola, are being established in all 
the states and gocial] settlements are 
being planted In all the cities. These 
Institutions become valuable not only 
because of the crimes they arrest, but 
because also of the men and women 
who are developed into saints bv the 
efforts they make to train and edu- 
cate young people living in the sub- 
merged parts of our great cities. 

“The attempt on the part of thou- 
sands of consecrated men and women 
to solve the problem of crime and the 
effort they are making to eliminate 
crime by the ineulcation of right ideas 
and by training and discipline are 
doing as much for the reformers as 
they are doing for the neglected pop-

NEW HIGH BRIDGE 
HIGHER THAN OLD 


Big Piece of Railroad Work 
Means Better Fa- 


ellities. 


High Bridge, Ky., January 29.—The 
work of replacing the famous Queen 
and Crescent bridge over the gorge of 
the Kentucky river, for years the 
highest railroad bridge in the world, 
with a structure 31 feet higher, the 
new bridge being build on the same 
foundations as the old and without 
interfering with traffic, is just being 
completed. 

In addition to being a remarkable 
feat of engineering, this work will 
prove of practical importance to bus!- 
ness communities throughout the 
south, as the construction of the new 
bridge will provide greatly improved 
facilities for the line over which 1s 
handled the great freight and pas- 
senger traffic between the west and 
points on the sSoutbern railway, the 
Alabama Great Southern railroad and 
connections in the south that passes 
through the Cincinnati gateway. The 
increased height of the new bridge 
will give a much better grade at this 
point, while its great strength will 
allow the use of much heavier locomo- 
tives than have been run over the old. 
The new bridge is also designed to 
carry double tracks. 

The new bridge, like the old, was 
erected on the cantilever principle and 
{s of steel throughout on stone plers. 
It is 1,23¢ feet long and the track 
level is 308 feet above low water mark. 
Abount 6,900 tons of steel have been 
put in place, leaving approximately 142 
tons yet to be placed. the greater 
part of which cannot be put in its 
permanent posttion until after the re-' 
moval of the old bridge. The prin- 
cipal work remaining to be done con- 
sists of riveting, the structure being 
designed with riveted connections 
throughout. Out of a total of some- 
thing more than 178,500 field rivets, 
132,400 have been driven and it is ex- 
pected that riveting will be prac- 
tically completed by March 1, 1911. 
The new approaches, consisting largely 
of high embankments on either side 
of the bridge, made necessary by the 
increased height of the structure, are 
about completed,

IT’S ILLEGAL TO USE 
RED CROSS EMBLEM 


Red Cross Society Will Take 
Steps to Enforce the 
w. 


Washington, January 29.—The Amer- 
ican Red Cross has asked the solicitor 
general of the United States to advise 
it as to the proper step¢ for the en- 
forcement of that portion of its federal 
charter relating to the use of its em<« 
blem and name for advertising by pri- 
vate firms and manufacturers. Such 
use of the Red Cross is punishable by 
a penaity up to $500 or a year’s im- 
prisonment. It is belleved that many 
persons who use the emblem and naiue 
purposes are not aware

The United States has entered inta 
a treaty with all tne civilized gOVern- 
ments of the world to prevent the mis< 
use of the Red Cross emblem or title, 
The law adopted by the United States 
specifically prohibited the use of @ 
“great red cross on a white zround, on 
any sign or insignia made, or colored 
imitation thereof, or of the words ‘red 
cross.” or “Geneva cross,’ or any com- 
bination of these words.” The use is 
forbidden even for charitable purposes, 
except by the American Red Cross, its 
employees and agents, and the army 
and navy sanitary and hospital author- 
ities 

The use of the red cross on New 
York ambulances has been abandoned, 
and medicar and other associations 
have agreed to help suppress its use 
for any advertising purposes. The 
officers of the national organization 
request of the solicitor general an 
opinion of the best method of proceed- 
ing against those who continue to use 


the emblem or name.

Interesting Fi igures Compiled 
by State Sanitarium. 

Milledgeville, Ga., January 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Secretary H. Sidney Jones, of 
the Georgia state sanitarium, has just 
completed his compilation of figures 
on the insane of Georgia for the past 
twenty years, and they are quite in- 
teresting. The statistics show there 
is an increase being registered nearly 
every year.

[In fact, 
Very little will be gained by sowing 
Before the last named date Don't 
fail to prepare the land wel! and-°fer- 
tilize liberally with a mixture that 
would analyze about 7-—4—5, and I 
would supply the whole of the 4 by 
means of nitrate of soda, applying 
about one-third or one-half when sow- 
ing or within a week or ten days, and 
the remainder in one or two top- 
dressings, the first about the middle 
of March and the second about the 
last.

The recipe is as follows: Put into a 
tight barrel 8 pounds of quick-lime 
and enough water to cover it. When 
the lime commences to slake add & 
pounds of flowers of sulphur, stirring 
constantly, pouring in enough water 
to complete the slaking, then imme- 
diately add enough water to fill the 
barrel (50 gallons). This coats the 
mixture and stops the boiling. Before 
using it for spraying it should be 
strained to remove the coarse par- 
ticles of lime, but the sulphur should 
be worked through. This is for all 
kinds of fungous diseases on plants 
and San Jose scale, and the addition 
of 2 pounds of arsenate of lead to the 
50 gallons makes it effective against 
both peach rot and the curcullo worms.

If you rely on sowing the seeds you 
can get them of any large seed dealer 
in either of our four or five largest cit- 
ies. Cost about 76 to 85 cents per 
pound, and it will require about 6 to 8 
pounds per acre. The seeds should be 
sown on well-prepared and smooth 
surface from April 1 to June 16, and 
covered by means of a brush lightly 
drawn over the surface. If the surface 
be freshly harrowed with a smoothin 
got gd the seed need not be covere 
at all. 

Bermuda spreads very slowly, even 

where no attention is paid to it to pre- 
yent spreading, as it rarely produces 
any seed and very few if any at all. 
It can be prevented from spreading by 
simply cutting it up when found where 
not wanted. An old Bermuda sod of 
years’ standing may be thinly turned 
over in January, harrowed several 
times with a cutaway harrow and, then 
planted in corn, cotton or any other 
clean culture crop. It is done so very 
often all through middle Georgia, and 
the farmers now look upon it as one 
of their best friends instead of an ene- 
my. 
In the fall you can harrow in on 
your Bermuda field seeds of Rescue 
grass, hairy vetch, crimson clover, burr 
clover, and get a late winter and early 
spring grazing.

Answer—If you hgd read carefully 
my article on “Fertilizer Formulas” 
in the issue of January you would 
probably have found {ft unnecessary to 
submit the questions. I suggest that 
you should use a fertilizer having but 
& small percentage of nitrogen, or 
none at all, and probably but Httle 
Or none of potash, but just a simple 
acid phosphate, which supplies only 
phosphoric acid—the element most ef- 
fective in producing fruit. You should 
apply say 250 to 300 pounds of 16 per 
cent acid phosphate in the bedding 
furrows ang list on it, say two weeks 
before planting. You may also find 
it very helpful to put 25 to 40 pounds 
of nitrate of soda per acre in the fur- 
row with the planting seed or on top 
of the ground above the covered seed 
immediately after planting. 


DEFECTIVE PECAN TREE. 


Mrs. C, E. Copeland, Lake City, Fla.— 


[ have a seedling pecan tree growing 
on the edge of a wood yard, and it 
seems to be perfectly healthy, and has 
borne two years; but the burr seems 
to be Yery thick, and will not open 
enough for the nut to fall out, and they 
sprout right there in the burr, hang- 
ing on the tree, and then dry up and 


still hang on the tree. I have never 


fertilized the tree any, as it is doing 


so well. Please give me information 


as to how to care for it, to make it 


more profitable. 


Answer—It may be that the tree 
needs an application of phosphate and 
potash, but it is more probable that 
the failure to bear properly is due to 


an inherent (congenital) defect, as is 
often the case with seedlings of many
